Addison E. Marple, a son of John Weaver and Ruth (Reger) Marple, was born in Upshur County VA April 17, 1836 and died 
in Upshur County June 26, 1921. He married Marietta Casto September 4, 1859. Marietta, a daughter of Joel and Jemima (Post) 
Casto, was born about 1843. Married second to Martha Casto, a sister of his first wife. 


Addison enlisted July 27, 1863 near Hightown, Highland County, VA, in Co. D, 20th Virginia Cavalry, commanded by 
Captain Edward M. Corder. Addison apparently deserted shortly after his enlistment. He and his brother Albinas surrendered to 
Joseph Strager, a private citizen, October 13, 1863, took the Union oath of allegiance and were sent north. It was a common 
practice for Union authorities to send paroled Confederates north of the Ohio River for the duration of hostilities. Addison 
returned to Upshur County after the war as a farmer along the waters of Hacker's Creek, Warren District.
